Provisional Vital Statistics for June 2012

Live Births decreased in June as 6,333 Missouri
babies were born compared with 6,693 born one
year earlier. Cumulative births for the 6- and 12-
month periods ending with June also decreased.
For January-June, births decreased by about 2
percent from 37,172 to 36,447.

Deaths also decreased for all three time periods
shown in the table below. In June, 4,300
Missourians died compared with 4,367 in June,
2011. For the first half of the year, deaths
decreased by 1.7 percent from 28,225 to 27,746.

The Natural increase in June was 2,033 (6,333
births minus 4,300 deaths). For January-June, the
natural increase declined by 2.7 percent from 8,947
to 8,701.

Marriages and Dissolutions of Marriage are not
yet available for January—June 2012.

Infant Deaths increased in June as 43 Missouri
infants died compared with 29 one year earlier.
However, cumulative infant deaths continue to
decrease. For January-June, the infant death rate
decreased from 6.8 to 6.2 per 1,000 live births.
